LA CROSSE, Wis.—A 4.3% in- 
crease is reported in orders received 
by Trane Co. during the first six 
months of this year, compared with 
the same period last year. 

Orders totaled $2,657,894, as com- 
pared with $2,548,211, while unfilled 
orders as of June 30 totaled $1,154,887 
compared with $1,074,134 a year 
ago, a 7.51% gain. Shipments made 
by the firm in the period rose to 
$2,291,011, against $2,093,379 in 1939. 

Earnings for the six-month period 
were about 58 cents a common share, 
compared with 43 cents a _ share 
last year. 


Cooling Sales "Way Up 


INDIANAPOLIS—Air conditioning 
installations increased 250% in con- 
nected horsepower in the first six 
months of this year over a similar 
period of 1939, reports Indianapolis 
Power & Light Co. Forty-one instal- 
lations were made by dealers during 
the half year, approximately half of 
them being well-water systems. 

Large installations in the Circle 
theater and the Indiana theater used 
direct-expansion refrigeration  sys- 
tems, and a third large system 
installed at the Ewart works of the 
Link-Belt Co. used a combination 
refrigeration and well-water system. 


Birmingham Sales Rise 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala.—Electric re- 
frigerators sold by Birmingham 
dealers in the first six months of 
1940 totaled 4,676, compared to 3,925 
sold in the first six months of 1939.

Electric Power 
Peak Result of 
Cooling Loads 


Refrigeration and Air 
Conditioning Equipment 
Use 10% of Total Output 


NEW YORK CITY — The sharp 
rise of electric power production to 
new highs (see chart) during the 
first two weeks of August was 
occasioned not so much by increased 
industrial and armaments-making 
activity as by the demands of air 
conditioning and refrigerating equip- 
ment, utility authorities declare. 

An Associated Press news story 
commenting on the rise, stated: 

“Hot weather, utility experts say, 
is the principal reason behind the 
sharp jump in electric power pro- 
duction to new highs for 1940. 

“The rise was thought in some 
quarters to reflect a sudden increase 
in the tempo of the war industries. 
Authorities, however, say that while 
most of the gains over a year go 
were due to the faster pace of 
industry, the advance in the last two 
weeks was merely the result of man’s 
efforts to keep cool. 

“According to the Edison Electric 
Institute, about 4,000,000 kilowatts 
of the utility industry’s total installed 
generating capacity of 40,000,000 
kilowatts has been utilized during 
the past two weeks to run air con- 
ditioning and refrigerating equip- 
ment. 

“The air conditioning load has 
been built up rapidly in_ recent 
years until it is now estimated at 
1,000,000 kilowatts. And when a 
scorching hot spell gets America’s 
16,000,000 household electric refrig- 
erators into action at the same time, 
the load from this source is about 
3,000,000 kilowatts.” 


E. E. |. Offers $500 
To Utility Salesmen 


NEW YORK CITY—tutility repre- 
sentatives who sell, lease, or rent the 
greatest number of household electric 
ranges during 1940 are eligible to 
share in the $500 prize money avail- 
able through the R. B. Marshall 
Award, administered by Edison 
Electric Institute. 

Purpose of the award, which is 
divided into five prizes of $100 each 
in five different classifications, is to 
stimulate activity and_ efficiency 
among utility _retail salesmen. 

To count in the award competition, 
ranges must be of a rated capacity 
of 5 kw. or more, and the salesmen 
must have been in the employ of the 
utility for at least six months of 
the year. 

Closed sale and installation of the 
range counts as two points, trial or 
rental ranges count as one point, 
provided the trial period is three 
months or longer. Apartment house 
sales at wholesale do not count. 
Closing date for entries is March 1. 


Oakland Dealers Agree 
On Advertising Policy 


OAKLAND, Calif.—All advertising 
appliance dealers in metropolitan 
Oakland are now operating under 
terms of the “community credit 
policy” advocated by the Appliance 
Dealers Trade Association, reports 
Guy W. Wolf, secretary. 

The “credit policy” bars advertis- 
ing terms of “no money down” and 
“50 cents a week” on appliances 
Selling in the “special” class. 

The Oakland area is now the 
nearest to complete agreement on 
fair advertising practices of any 
community in the United States, 
Mr. Wolf claims. 


Wisconsin Adopts 
Rules Governing 
Locker Plants 


MADISON, Wis.—Acting under 
powers granted to it by the Wiscon- 
sin Uniform Cold Storage Act, that 
state’s Department of Agriculture 
has promulgated a comprehensive set 
of rules and regulations governing 
the licensing and operation of frozen 
food locker storage plants within 
the state. 

These rules and regulations are 
slated to become effective about the 
middle of September. 

After setting up some concrete 
definitions for various terms and 
phrases common in the locker plant 


Important provisions of the code 
are given on pages 10 and 11. 


industry, this new locker code con- 
tinues to prescribe proper licensing 
procedure, required construction fea- 
tures, and accepted operating 
methods. 

License fees set up under the new 
regulations are based on a sliding 
scale according to the size of the 
city in which the plant is located. 
Fee for a plant located in a city of 
the first class is $40; plants located 
outside the corporate limits of any 
city are required to pay no license 
fee. 

Temperatures to be maintained in 
the various rooms are strictly set 
forth. Specific requirements are out- 
lined for the preparation and storage 
of meat, fish, vegetables, and fruit. 
Rules governing the keeping of 
records and the rendering of reports 
also are included. 


Californians’ GangUp’ 
On ‘Wholesaling’

Home Furnishings Institute, an or-

Southwest Parts 
Jobbers Attack 
‘Direct Selling’ 


Declare Manufacturers 


Sidestep Jobbers’ 
Credit Policies 


DALLAS, Tex.—Charging certain 
manufacturers of refrigeration parts 
and supplies with side-stepping the 
jobber and dealing with customers 
direct because the parts jobber’s 
credit policy wasn’t ‘flexible’? enough, 
a group of members of the Southwest 
Refrigeration Supply Jobbers Asso- 
ciation met here Aug. 17 to con- 
template action against such prac- 
tices. 

The Southwest Refrigeration Sup- 
ply Jobbers Association has a mem- 
bership of about 15 firms, located in 
Texas, Louisiana, Oklahoma, and 
Arkansas. 

According to J. R. Sparkman of 
the Electromotive Corp., Dallas, vice 
president of the association, there 
has been a tendency on the part of 
some of the manufacturers to side- 
step the jobber and to deal directly 
with members of the trade who are 
ordinarily the jobber’s customers. 

In many cases, he asserted, this 
has followed efforts on the part of 
the jobber to base his credit policy 
on sound grounds, with the result 
that the jobber not only has suffered 
loss of sales, but has been prevented 
from making his credit policy 
effective. 

“It was the decision of the meet- 
ing,” said Mr. Sparkman, “to seek 
to bring about a cooperative effort 
among association membership to 
bring this practice to an end. This 


‘will be sought through collective 


action of some sort. Just what we 
can do, or how it can be done, will 
be determined after we have studied 
the situation and have the views of 
each of the jobbers affected. 

“We have called on jobbers to 
furnish the association with reports 
of such instances in which they may 
have figured. From this report we 
hope to compile some sort of state- 
ment of information which will be 
made available to the membership 
setting forth the facts as we have 
been able to gather them. 

“We also propose to have more 
regular and frequent meetings of the 
association, and to try to bring 
about a better mutual understanding 
of the credit policies of the jobbers.”

Dear Editor: 

I am in receipt of your letter of 
the 27th June and accept with 
pleasure, your suggestion of a report 
on how I see the trade here today, 
and life during war time. 

The refrigeration industry has gone 
through a very peculiar period since 
the outbreak of war. When hostilities 
commenced, the season had prac- 
tically finished and manufacturers 
were loth to embark upon a new 
programme, not knowing what the 
future held for them. Additionally, 
it was not possible to obtain a lead 
from the controlling authorities as to 
whether or not the smaller commer- 


cial plants (say under 2,000 cft.) and 
domestic cabinets were a necessity or 
luxury. Consequently makers were in 
the air. 


Certain of the larger manufacturers 
almost immediately commenced turn- 
ing their plants over to making 
materials for the Government and 
accepted War Contracts, whilst others 
carried along with reduced pro- 
grammes. 

There were good stocks of domestic 
cabinets and these were gradually 
liquidated. 

During the winter, which was a 
very severe one for England, trade 
was poor and it was not possible to 
forecast what the future held. When 
Spring opened, the weather was 
brilliant and carried on for 16 weeks

Organization To Hit 
‘Wholesale’ Buying

Made Furniture Co., temporary 
chairman and acting manager during 
the group’s formative period, was 
elected president. 

Institute members also met with 
local furniture manufacturers’ to 
solicit their complete participation 
in the organization’s activities. 

Actively backed by the Retail 
Furniture Association of Southern 
California, the institute has a four- 
fold aim: ; 

1. To educate corporations and 
industrial organizations to not issue 
purchase orders for employes or 
friends, and to not buy at discount. 
This move is to be directed especially 
at the motion picture industry, 
citrus industry, farm cooperatives, 
and the airplane industry. 

2. To efficiently investigate, under 
Better Business Bureau guidance, 
and to eliminate any misleading or 
misrepresentative advertising and 
any unethical merchandising prac- 
tices. 

3. To establish in various sections 
of California, probably by county, 
units of the institute where dealers 
will act as self-contained units under 
sectional directors in ferreting out 
violations. 


4. To maintain a full-time field 
secretary to work constantly with 
the dealers, and to coordinate and 
make most effective the work of 
each unit. 


Activities of the institute are to 
be financed by means of a ‘Piracy 
Fight Tax” levied on retailers but 
collected by manufacturers or dis- 
tributors. This tax amounts to 
one-tenth of 1% of each dealer’s 
actual wholesale purchases for the 
month. 

Part of the money obtained will 
be used to pay the field force.

with one of the finest weather periods 
for many years. 

The domestic cabinet industry from 
the manufacturing point of view re- 
mained in the doldrums with the 
exception of one or two firms, such 
as Coldair (who programmed as 
usual). Undoubtedly the remaining 
stocks sold well. 

The commercial side comes under 
an entirely different category. 

As you are aware, it is usual here 
to hold only a fair number of com- 
mercial units in stock and generally 
to manufacture as required or import 
continuous small shipments from the 
U. B.. A 

With the waking up of hostilities 
and the threat of bombing, children 
were evacuated from the coast and 
thickly populated areas to the inland 
rural areas. In normal times, these 
latter areas are thinly populated and 
food storage from the refrigeration 
standpoint was not considered to be 
an important factor—the butcher 
killed only for immediate needs, the 
fishmonger purchased his wants daily, 
and the provision merchant was able 
to obtain promptly anything wanted 
from the wholesaler, who usually had 
refrigerated storage. 


BOOM IN REFRIGERATION 


With the establishment of central 
distribution of meat and fish by the 
Government and no local buying, also 
the influx into the rural areas of 
thousands of evacuees, the local shop- 
keeper began to think of the neces- 
sity of mechanical refrigeration. In 
consequence, in these areas, commer- 
cial refrigeration has experienced a 
small boom, to which must be added 


the usual demand from the more 
populated areas. 
On the surface, the reading is 


quite good, but as there is a war on 
over here, the question of the restric- 
tion of supplies for manufacturing 
purposes comes into being. 

It must have been expected for the 
Government to require their wants to 
be satisfied first, and Castings, Steel 
Sheets, Copper, or Brass gradually 
became more difficult to obtain, 
although licenses to manufacture or 
purchase were not then in being, and 
the ordinary manufacturer did get 
supplies. Latterly it has been neces- 
sary to obtain from the Ministry of 
Supply, a license to purchase for 
manufacture, and this license brings 
material supply under categories, i.e. 
War requirements first, graded down 
to ordinary commerce last. 


‘CASH AND CARRY’ HURTS 


Additional to above is firstly the 
“Cash and carry” policy regarding 
materials from the U.S.A. (purchasers 
here being antagonistic to paying 
cash with order), the embargo on the 
transfer of currency against new 
commitments, the imposition of im- 
port licenses on the quota basis, and 
lastly the complete embargo on the 
import of new refrigeration materials. 

The above remarks’ apply. to 
ordinary trade and do not refer to 
Government orders for refrigeration 


plant which are not here’ under 
review. 
You will, therefore, see the diffi- 


culties under which the industry has 
operated. In spite of these difficulties, 
manufacture is going on, although 
there is a definite delay in the de- 
livery of the essentials. 

The plant and jobber import firms 
have been hit very badly and it is 
going to be harder still for them when 
their present quota licenses expire.

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Coy (makers of condensers, etc.), 
British Thermostat Co. Ltd. (makers 
of controls) are very busy, but due to 
delay in supply of raw materials are 
behindhand in deliveries. 

I have not yet mentioned the 
Labour side—there is a definite short- 
age of skilled labour, which must be 
expected, seeing so many thousands 
of men have been incorporated into 
the Services, the demand for every 
skilled man for war materials produc- 
tion and the position will get worse 
so far as our trade is concerned. 

It is noticeable that quite a number 
of Agents, free lance sales firms and 
Service men have, for the time being, 
gone from the industry. 

It is really wonderful how well 
general refrigeration has carried on 
to date, but it is absolutely impossible 
to forecast what will happen even 
during the latter portion of 1940, 
much less than in 1941. You were a 
real optimist to ask me to try and 
forecast 1941. 


THEY EXPECT TO WIN 


Re the morale of the country: As 
you are aware, my previous letter 
was written prior to the defection of 
the French Government, which could 
not be foreseen by the ordinary 
Englishman. At that moment, the 
effect was a stunning one, and for a 
very short period we wondered what 
would next happen. The reaction was 
remarkable and it is impossible to 
describe the manner in which the 
populace have settled down to the 
grimness of the task of beating the 
Hun. I have yet to meet the person 
who believes the enemy will win, and 
this is not forced optimism, but sheer 
high morale, combined with the will- 
ingness to work like hell to that end. 

Conscription to the Forces is taken 
as a matter of course, willingly and 
not as a hardship, in fact thousands 
of men have volunteered who are 
both under and over age. 

So far as life under war conditions 
is concerned (particularly in London) 
the only difference you would see 
between your last visit and now, if 
you walked down, say, Regent Street, 
would be protected basements, which 
have been turned into Air-Raid 
Shelters and a preponderence of men 
in service uniforms. 


‘BUSINESS AS USUAL’ 


The public in general goes about 
its business as though nothing were 
happening and what is more notice- 
able is, there is no sign of strain on 
any person’s face. 

My country tours are rather cur- 
tailed these days, but when traveling, 
the appearance of everybody is 
similar to above. 

I have no intention of conveying 
war news, your own National News- 
papers cover the ground completely.

DALLAS, Tex.—From a slow start, 
the commercial refrigerator business 
in this area this season has picked 
up steadily with interest reaching a 
near high-point at the time when 
the “season” is normally about to 
close, declares H. C. Belcher of 
Nash-Belcher, distributor for Huss- 
mann refrigeration equipment.

the Cold’ In Effort 


To Get Safe Combination From Victim 


DALLAS, Tex. — “Turning on the 
heat” is a familiar term born in the 
gangster era and incorporated into 
the American slanguage to mean—

nasty.” Down Texas way a couple 
of strongarm boys used _ reverse 
English and literally “turned on the 
cold” in an attempt to make a hold- 
up victim see it their way.

Unit Air Conditioners With Reheat Coil 
Eliminate Rust Plague In Knife Plant 


PROVIDENCE, R. I.— Rust, the 
annual summer plague of manufac- 
turers maintaining stocks of expen- 
sive metal parts, has been eliminated 
as a loss factor by Imperial Knife 
Co. here through installation of two 
3-hp. General Electric unit air condi- 
tioners in the stock room. 

Because several million pocket 
knives are kept in stock, the com- 
pany suffered substantial losses each 
summer when moisture condensed 
out of the air and rusted the highly 
polished knife blades. 

It is estimated that the cost of 
the installation has been more than 
paid for by the prevention of one 
day’s potential rust loss. 

Last year executives of the firm 


ordered the two unit conditioners 
from E. Pulver Cook, G-E distributor 
in Providence. After a full year’s 
operation, they report that the rust 
problem has been completely elimi- 
nated, and_ incidentally, summer 
comfort provided for stock room 
employes. 


Feature of the installation is the 
occasional use of a heating coil in 
summer. This re-heat coil operates 
to prevent over-cooling when the 
refrigerating machine has a heavy 
dehumidification load but a light 
cooling load, as on “cool, clammy” 
days. 


The two units are installed on each 
side of the stock room entrance. 


Nursery Storage Cellars Seek Assistance of 


Air Conditioning To Improve Tree Seedlings 


PULLMAN, Wash. — Seeking a 
better conditioned tree seedling, 
nursery storage cellars here are 
turning to air conditioning to help 
preserve tree seeds over long periods 
of time. 

Stored tree seedlings will be kept 
in a dormant state for long periods 
in controlled temperature of 40° F. 
Provided by refrigeration units in 
three rooms of the storage cellar. 


It has been found that the controlled 
temperature possesses factors which 
make for a_ well-conditioned tree 
seed. 

During the summer, the cooling 
units look after the seedling auto- 
matically, while in the winter, a 
warmer touch is given them. One of 
the storage rooms air conditioned is 
18 x 25, while the other two are 
12 by 18.

Specialities Eliminate Vibration, Oil Slugging, 
And Provide Economical Two-Speed Operation

Recently Brass and Copper Sales 
Co., refrigeration and air condition- 
ing supply and equipment jobber in 
St. Louis, installed a display air con- 
ditioning system for its offices. 
This job was unusual in the respect 
that a number of pieces of equip- 
ment were used which are _ not 
normally incorporated in the average 
job, and some modifications were 
made in equipment so the purposes 
of the equipment could be demon- 
strated. 


The following description explains 
why the various equipment was used. 


Actual cooling load on the offices 
figured approximately 7 tons and 
would have been handled adequately 
with a 71%4-ton unit. It was possible 
however, to purchase 10-ton equip- 
ment for only a small increase over 
what the total cost of a 7%-ton 
system would have been and at the 
same time 10-ton equipment would 
allow for the company’s office ex- 
pansion. 


It was realized that on many days 
when the outside temperature was 
rather low, the load on the office 
would be around 5 tons and at these 
times 10-ton equipment might be 
oversize and cause short cycling 
with rather poor results in the office 
cooling. 


TWO-STAGE COMPRESSOR 


It was, therefore, decided to use 
a 10-hp. 2-speed Par refrigerating 
unit, designed for use with an Acme 
evaporative condenser. This Par 
unit runs as either a 10-ton or a 5-ton 
job depending upon the load condi- 
tions imposed upon the _ system 
through use of a Wagner 2-speed 
motor. 

There are two White-Rodgers room 
thermostats located in the office. 
The low speed thermostat is usually 
set for 78° and the high speed 
thermostat for 80°. 


When the room temperature is 79°, 
the low speed thermostat is calling 
for cooling and opens an Alco mag- 
netic solenoid valve in the liquid 
line entering the suspended 10-ton 
self-contained McQuay air condition- 
ing unit in the office. The opening 
of this solenoid valve allows the 
“Freon” refrigerant to enter the coil. 

When the pressure builds up to 
35 lbs., which, of course, is almost 
instantaneous, the low pressure con-

trol on the compressor energizes the 
low speed contacts on the 2-speed 
starter and the compressor runs on 
low speed. 

When the temperature in the office 
drops below 78° the low speed ther- 
mostat opens the _ circuit which 
allows the Alco solenoid to close. 
The machine pumps down _ the 
McQuay coil and at 8 lbs. the low 
pressure control shuts off the com- 
pressor. 

If on the other hand, while the 
machine is running on low speed, the 
temperature in the office builds up 
to 80° because of greater heat load 
imposed on the system, the high 
speed thermostat closes its circuit 
and acts directly on high speed 
contacts of the 2-speed starter and 
the machine operates on high speed 
at a 10-ton job. 

The machine then continues to 
operate on high speed until the 
temperature is again reduced to 
about 79°, when the high speed 
thermostat opens its circuit and the 
machine continues to operate on low 
speed. 


COMBINATION CONTROL 


A combination Penn high and 
low pressure cut-out switch is also 
employed on the condensing unit and 
is wired into the main circuit, and 
this gives high and low pressure 
protection to the condensing unit on 
either high or low speeds. The low 
pressure control on this combination 
control is set for 5 lbs. cut-out and 
25 lbs. cut-in. The high pressure 
control is set for 160 lbs. cut-out. 


An Acme Industries evaporative 
condenser is installed on the balcony 
to the right of the condensing unit. 
This unit was installed with a glass 
front panel, as shown in the illus- 
tration, so that the action of the 
spray nozzles and moisture elimina- 
tion baffles is plainly visible. 

It is so wired that at the same 
instant that the condensing unit 
starts to operate on either low or 
high speed the pump and blower on 
the evaporative condenser both start 
simultaneously. 


RELIEF VALVE USED 


A relief valve is installed on the 
receiver which will open if pressures 
ever become excessive. The receiver 
is valved so that refrigerant may be 
valved into the receiver as called for 
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St. Louis Firm Sets Example For Quality 


by proposed St. Louis Refrigeration 
Code. 


Since it was impossible to put a 
sufficiently large size internal liquid 
receiver within the Acme evaporative 
condenser to hold the entire pump 
down refrigerant charge of the sys- 
tem, a plain external Acme receiver 
is used for storage or pump-down 
over the winter months. This re- 
ceiver is hooked up with Superior 
valves to confine the refrigerant 
within receiver during shut down or 
possible repair periods. 


An Acme oil separator which is 
shown suspended from the ceiling, 
is installed in the discharge line 
from the compressor to the evapora- 
tive condenser. The oil separator is 
equipped with sight glasses in the 
side, as well as in the oil return 
line to the compressor crankcase, 
through which customers can actu- 
ally see the separation of the oil 
from the refrigerant and the return- 
ing of the oil to the compressor 
crankcase. This gives a very con- 
vincing demonstration of the use of 
an oil separator. 


Chicago Metal Hose vibra-sorbers 
to eliminate vibration in the line 
can be seen installed vertically in the 
compressor discharge and_ suction 
lines. In the second picture another 
vibra-sorber can be seen in the liquid 
line from the evaporative condenser 
to the external storage receiver, but 
it has been found that there is not 
enough vibration in the evaporative 
condenser to warrant this. Vibra- 
sorbers are also installed in the 
liquid line and suction line at the 
suspended ceiling type McQuay air 
conditioning unit in the office. 

On the extreme right of picture 
No. 1 is shown a large Henry silica 
gel dehydrator installed in the liquid 
line. Bypass piping around the

dehydrator is accomplished by Henry 
“Freon” angle shut-off valves. A 
liquid line indicator can be noted 
directly below the bottom Henry 
angle shut-off valve. Another liquid 
line indicator is installed in the 
liquid line at the McQuay air con- 
ditioning unit. 

Revere copper tube, type “L,’”’ and 
Mueller wrought copper solder fit- 
tings were used in the hookup. 

A Sporlan thermostatic expansion 
valve is used at the McQuay unit. 
In picture No. 2 can be seen the 
Par condensing unit and a portion 
of the evaporative condenser. <A 
Marsh gauge board is shown with 
large size compound and pressure 
gauges, readily indicating operating 
conditions. The oil separator and 
vibra-sorbers can also be seen. 


VIBRATION DAMPERS 


Firestone vibration dampers sup- 
port the condensing unit, thereby, 
eliminating a great deal of noise and 
vibration. (The installation was 
made on a balcony in the warehouse.) 

The second picture shows the 
Acme evaporative condenser and by 
observing closely you can note the 
water sprays are in operation. <A 
Henry “Y” type strainer can be 
seen installed in the liquid line run- 
ning near the ceiling. 

An overflow connection from the 
evaporative condenser can be noted 
coming from the bottom of the tank 
on the right side which is provided 
to carry off cooling water in case 
the float valve should stick open. 
The external Acme receiver is also 
plainly shown and the bypass ar- 
rangement of this receiver is obtained 
with Superior hand shut-off valves. 


A charging valve can be noticed on 
the extreme right. 

The McQuay suspended ceiling 
type air conditioning unit is complete 
with air filters, coils, blower, and 
fan motor. Fresh air and recirculated 
air dampers are provided to control 
the volume of fresh or recirculated 
air. A duct system distributes the 
cool air to the various offices. 

It might be mentioned that the 
entire control of this system is auto- 
matic and is entirely controlled from 
the upstairs office. There is 4 
manual off and on switch provided 
in the low speed thermostat circuit, 
as well as in the high speed ther- 
mostat circuit. A disconnect switch 
for the McQuay fan blower is also 
provided. 

In the evening when the office 
employes leave, these three switches 
are thrown to the off position. BY 
throwing these to the off position, it 
is impossible for the compressor to 
run on high speed or for the solenoid 
valve to open and, of course, air 
circulation is stopped because the 
blower on the McQuay unit stops 
running. The compressor then pulls 
down to 8 lbs. and shuts off. 

In the event that the office gets 
quite warm over night, some of the 
refrigerant which still remains in the 
coil may vaporize and build up the 
pressure to 35 Ibs.; the machine will 
start and run on low speed and the 
evaporative condenser will also oper 
ate. The operation of this is very 
short, however, as the unit soon 
pulls down to 8 Ibs. and again 
shuts off. ?

HARTFORD, Conn.—Enlisting the 
selling strength of dealers and com- 
pany employes, Connecticut Light &

pleted. The drive returned sales of 
2,328 refrigerators, 714 ranges, and 
381 water heaters, topping the quota

During the campaign a _ bonus 
offer to utility employes for leads 
turned in to salesmen produced 1,015 
sales from 2,947 leads. Employe’s 
leads were protected for 60 days and 
prought cash awards for sales of

Law In Wisconsin Is 
Helping the Dealer 


MILWAUKEE—FEvidence that the 
Wisconsin law restricting the whole- 
sale purchase of merchandise for 
employes by commercial and business 
institutions is proving effective is 
revealed in a survey conducted 
recently by H. A. Lewis, executive 
secretary of the Wisconsin Retail 
Hardware Association. 


In gathering the material for an 
address before the National Retail 
Hardware Association, Mr. , Lewis 
sought information from both retail 
trade association secretaries and 
retail dealers of various kinds. Some 
representative replies follow: 

“A relative of mine is chief clerk 
in the office of a large plant 
employing 3,000 people. I recently 
asked him if there was any selling 
of merchandise to employes by the 
purchasing department these days. 
His response was: ‘No—we can’t 
buy even an electric light globe 
any more.’”’ 

“Undoubtedly there are some vio- 
lations in Milwaukee county, but I 
believe that the largest concerns on 
the whole are not violators.” 


“I believe the greatest value of 
the law was and still is, that it gave 
the executives of many business and 
industrial institutions a legitimate 
and legal excuse to discontinue this 
buying practice.” 

“As far as I know, the law is 
being generally observed. It has 
resulted in a remarkable improve- 
ment in the sale of small appliances, 
particularly during the last holiday 
season. We believe the law has 
stopped at least three-fourths of this 
type of buying for employes, and 
know that any number of firms have 
welcomed the law because it enabled 
them to stop an obnoxious practice.” 


“We are more than pleased with 
the results. Immediately after en- 
actment of the law, we began seeing 
notices posted by industrial concerns 
informing employes that the practice 
of buying for them would cease. 
A number of purchasing agents told 
us they liked the law because it had 
eliminated an additional burden for 
which they were receiving no com- 
pensation.” 

“Since enactment of the law, our 
electrical clock business has increased 
fully 300%. Before the law, we 
sold about three electric roasters in 
a year. Now we sell as many as 
six a month. Electric food mixer 
sales have jumped considerably.”

Beloit, Wisconsin 
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Dishonesty In 
‘Double Billing’ 


O editor should hesitate 

about taking a firm stand 
against a dishonest practice in 
his industry, even when numbers 
of his friends indulge in it, and 
apparently see no evil in it. 


His stand should be as simple 
as that of the New England 
preacher whose services the late 
Calvin Coolidge attended. When 
Coolidge returned from church, 
he was asked what the sermon 
was about. 


“Sin,” answered the laconic 
Coolidge. 
“Well, what did the reverend 


have to say on that subject?” 


“He was against it.” 


Secret Rebates Nullify 
Fifty-Fifty’ Cost Sharing 


Customary practice in the elec- 
tric refrigeration business is for 
the distributor to pay half the 
advertising charges incurred by 
the dealer. ‘Double billing” is 
collusion on the part of the dealer 
and unscrupulous publishers to 
establish fictitiously high space 
rates, so that the distributor 
actually pays the entire bill—or 
even more! 


This is a dishonest practice. 
The NEWS condemns it. 


If Money Is Thrown Away, 
It Can't Be Spent Wisely 


What’s more, it’s not only 
dishonest, but it’s short-sighted 
on the part of dealers. Jt wastes 


the dealer’s money. (Don’t throw 
down the paper in disgust at this 
point, boys. Stick around and 
see what we have to say.) 


“How can double billing waste 
my money when it doesn’t cost 
me anything?” asks the dealer. 


We'll tell you. It’s like this: 


At the beginning of the year 
every distributor sets aside an 
appropriation for ‘cooperative 
advertising’ (newspaper advertis- 
ing on which he shares the cost 


50-50 with the dealer—he hopes). 


This appropriation is figured on 
the basis of the projected volume 
of sales for the year. If much, 
or most, of it is spent for 
artificially inflated advertising 
rates, then that much money 
which could have been used to 
advertise the product and the 
dealer’s business has been wasted. 
It cannot be spent in legitimate 
publications. 


We say “legitimate” publications 
because no newspaper with a 
reputation to maintain could 
afford to indulge in such shady 
tactics. The papers who do engage 
in “double billing” are, in the main, 
free-circulation “throw aways.” 
And “throw away” describes what 
happens to your money when you 
buy advertising in them. 


Free Circulation Sheets 
Should Prove Readership 


The free circulation, “neighbor- 
hood weeklies” have been getting 
an altogether disproportionate 
amount of the refrigeration news- 
paper advertising dollar, according 
to national advertising managers. 
The same amount of money spent 
in daily newspapers with paid 
circulation would bring manufac- 
turer, distributor, and dealer far 
more customers for their money, 
they believe. 


Paid circulation insures reader- 
ship. When a man spends cash 
for a publication, he reads it. 
When it is thrown on his doorstep, 
or arrives in the mail unsolicited, 
he may read it and he may not. 
These days, with the competition 
of the radio, the picture magazines, 
the automobile, the political cam- 
paign, the war, and whatnot for 
his time, the free circulation 
“throwaway” may be just so 
much waste paper. 


Nevertheless, the something- 
for-nothing appeal is so strong 
that many racketeering publishers 
can stay in existence by working 
on the credulous dealer through 
the ‘double billing” procedure. 


“Why not?” say some of our 
dealer friends. “It doesn’t cost 
us anything.” The heck it doesn’t, 
brother. It costs you good adver- 
tising, because when that money 
is spent in “throwaways,” it can’t 
be spent in legitimate newspapers. 


It should be noted that not all 
“neighborhood” papers work the 
“double billing’ racket. Many of 
them are respectable, responsible 
sheets. But some of their con- 
temporaries emit so foul an aroma 
that even the honest papers have 
been penalized as a result. 


Some Distributors Now 
Refuse To ‘Play Ball’ 


In some localities—notably in 
Los Angeles—advertising man- 
agers for distributors have quietly 
engaged in research into the actual 
circulations of “neighborhood” 
papers, and decided what the 
rates of such papers should be. 
Then they sat tight, and refused 
to pay a cent more than these 
“actual” rates. 


Other distributors have refused 
to spend any money cooperatively 
in publications which, according 
to their evidence, engage in 
“double billing.” 


Dealers themselves should wake 
up to the waste in this practice, 
and refuse to do business with 
space salesmen who offer it. Any 
kind of graft keeps prices up and 
discounts down; and this is graft, 
if ever we saw it.

You Must Screw Them 
Into the Structure 


Federal Housing Administration 
Washington, D. C. 
Editor: 


Our State Director at Detroit has 
sent to us a tear sheet showing 
statements made in your publication 
of July 17, 1940, relating to property 
improvement loans insured under the 
provisions of Title I of the National 
Housing Act. 


This letter is for the purpose of 
advising you the statements made in 
the article in the main are correct. 
The last part of the article, however, 
contains the statement that “electrical 
refrigeration, all-electric kitchens, and 
air conditioning systems can all be 
sold on this plan.” It is proper to 
state that electric stoves, ranges, 
refrigerators, dishwashers, and items 
of that type may not be purchased 
with the proceeds of such loans. The 
cost of purchase and installation of 
so-called all-electric kitchens may not 
be financed with the proceeds of 
Title I loans unless the cabinets are 
of such type as to require that they 
be permanently affixed to the struc- 
ture by bolts or screws driven into 
or imbedded in the rafters or beams 
of the structure so as to make them 
a physical and integral part of the 
building. Comfort air conditioning 
systems installed in existing buildings 
may be financed with the proceeds 
of Title I loans only if installed with 
a system of ductwork which becomes 
a permanent part of the realty. 


It is suggested that changes in 
the article be made to conform with 
the foregoing; otherwise, if the 
article is reprinted for publication, 
readers may be misled.

ST. LOUIS—An encouraging mar- 

ket for Stewart-Warner “Dual-Temp” 
refrigerators has been developed by 
dealers in rural areas among farm 
families who are patrons of cold 
Storage locker plants, reports Brown 
Supply Co., distributor. 
_ Locker patrons in farm communi- 
ties often are several miles from the 
Plant in which the bulk of their food 
is stored, the distributorship reports. 
This makes it unhandy to visit the 
Plant several times weekly to obtain 
Supplies.

Illinois Dealer Sells 40% 
Of ‘Unproductive’ Market 


CAIRO, Ill.—Refrigeration dealers 
whose territories cover a lot of 
small businesses such as_ grocery 
stores, taverns, and restaurants that 
should be good prospects for com- 
mercial refrigeration equipment, but 
aren’t because of their financial 
condition, might do well to borrow a 
trick from the sales kit of I. L. 
Shuemaker, Frigidaire dealer here, 
and try selling them large household 
boxes instead. 

By as early as last summer, Mr. 
Shuemaker’s territory had been well 
worked by commercial refrigeration 
salesmen, and had been given up by 
most of them as_ barren and 
unproductive of further sales. About 
all that was left were those busi- 
nesses which “couldn’t afford’ com- 
mercial refrigeration. 

Mr. Shuemaker, however, had other 
ideas. He carefully cataloged all 
commercial refrigeration prospects 
who didn’t buy, and kept them in 
a file for later follow-up. 

Then this spring, when Frigidaire’s 
larger household boxes were released, 
he mounted a representative display 
of these models on a rented truck 
and set out to cover his ‘“non- 
productive” prospects. 

His sales argument was simple: 
“If you can’t afford to buy commer- 
cial refrigeration equipment, here’s 
a less costly but equally dependable 
unit which will solve at least part, 
if not all, of your refrigeration 
problems.” 

The idea clicked. Mr. Shuemaker 
sold these extra-large household 
refrigerators to 40% of his “non- 
productive” commercial prospects.

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General Service Complaints on All 
Types of Ice Cream Counter Freezers 


Start of A Discussion of Complaints & Remedies 


By Arch Black and Dean C. Seitz 


Editors Note: This instalment 
on the servicing of counter ice 
cream freezers gets into “general 
complaints” that may apply to all 
types of freezers. Both causes 
ana suggested remedies are given. 
When the material in this section 
is completed, the authors will 
discuss service complaints on 
specific makes of counter freezers. 


This material is the beginning 
of a contemplated series of 
articles on the servicing of the 
commonly used types of low 
temperature refrigeration equip- 
ment, such as counter freezers, 
ice cream cabinets, and frozen 
foods cases. 


In servicing counter freezers, the 
procedure to be taken or the remedy 
to be made to overcome certain 
complaints will apply to all freezers. 


The following information has been 
prepared as a guide to assist the 
service engineer in checking over the 
equipment and rendering a quick and 
definite decision. It is further based 
on the assumption that the installa- 
tion has been correctly made and in 
accordance with any special instruc- 
tions. 

Later, complaints, causes, and 
remedies as they may apply to a 
specific manufacturer’s equipment or 
a given model will be explained in 
detail. 

When responding to a service call, 
first question the operator as to 
what’s wrong and then decide in 
your own mind whether the trouble 
may be in the freezer head or the 
refrigeration system. At times the 
trouble may be found in the mix or 
it may be due to the procedure of 
operation. 

The majority of troubles that arise 
in any refrigeration system will 
affect the pressure on the low side 
or the high side of the system and

the temperature. For this reason, 
it is very important to install head 
and back pressure gauges on the 
condensing unit and use a pocket 
thermometer to aid in diagnosing the 
trouble. 

Further, it is of extreme impor- 
tance to use accurate gauges and 
thermometers. Have your thermom- 
eters and gauges checked periodically 
for accuracy. When inaccurate 
instruments are used, the readings 
made will result in wrong interpreta- 
tions of conditions and naturally 
incorrect adjustments will be made 
on the equipment, finally resulting 
in further improper operation. Be 
sure that you decide correctly which 


refrigerant is being used in the 
system, ‘“Freon-12” or methyl 
chloride. 


Complaints on Making 


Ice Cream 
Complaint No. 1—Inability To 
Obtain Desired Overrun 


Check: 

(A) Agitator, dasher blades, and 
rotation. 

(B) Refrigerant and/or brine 
temperatures. Circulation of the 
refrigerant medium and the time it 
is turned on. 

(C) Overwhipping. 

(D) The mix. 

“A”—AGITATOR 

Cause 1: Dull, bent, or nicked 
scraper blades. 

Effect: Cream being allowed to 
freeze and act as an insulant as the 
side walls of the freezer are not 


Cause 2: Dashers rotate too slowly. 

Effect: Slow whipping of mix. 
This can be observed through the 
front filler hole. Also if there is 
quite a slowing of the dasher, the 
rotation can be noted from the pulsa- 
tion of the cream.; 

Remedy: Check belts for slipping 
and tighten. 

“B” REFRIGERANT 

Cause 1: Refrigerant or brine tem- 
perature too high. 

Effect: Slow freezing of cream and 
overwhipping of mix giving the 
cream a coarse texture. 

Remedy: When the refrigerant 
temperature is too high, check 
refrigeration system in general. In- 
correct settings of controls, expan- 
sion valves, moisture, etc. (Later 
articles will give more complete 
details on brine systems.) 

Cause 2: Refrigeration turned on 
too long. 

Effect: Mix becomes too stiff and 
cold to whip up quickly. 

Remedy: Don’t leave refrigeration 
on so long. Leave it on just long 
enough to stiffen the mix or until 
it will ribbon from the freezer. (See 
step 5 of “Eight Steps in Freezer 
Operation.”’) 

Cause 3: Refrigeration not turned 
on for a sufficient length of time. 

Effect: Cream whips up stiff and 
may return to a liquid condition 
thereby losing overrun. 

Remedy: Leave refrigeration on 
for a longer period of time. In fill- 
ing packages it may be necessary 
to give a flash of refrigerant during 
draw-off. (See special notes on 
drawing-off.) 

“C”—OVERWHIPPING 

Cause 1: Overwhipping (see step 6 
in “Hight Steps of Freezer Opera- 
tion, Aug. 21 issue). 

Effect: Grainy cream. 

Remedy: Use scales and if unable 
to obtain desired overrun work it to 
the highest point and then draw-off. 
Don’t continue whipping. Otherwise 
there will be a loss of overrun, 
resulting in grainy cream. 

4“ D”—MIX 

Causes: Mix may not be aged or 
it may not be of the proper composi- 
tion. There are times when some

being scraped clean. The function of 
the blades during the freezing 
process is to take the cream, which 
has been chilled by contact with the 
cylinder wall, scrape the wall and 
throw it toward the center of the 
agitator or dasher. When blades are 
dull, the walls are not scraped clean 
and an icy coating forms on the 
inside of the cylinder retarding 
freezing process. 

Remedy: Sharpen and true the 
blades. Fig. 6 illustrates how to 
accomplish this. ‘A’ shows a cross- 
section of a new blade and “B” a 
worn blade. The scraper blade tends 
to sharpen itself and turn over on 
the back showing a tendency to 
become round, following the outline 
of the cylinder wall. 

Sharpen and true the blades by 
taking a fine file and holding it 
parallel with the back of the blade, 
removing the burr as shown in “C.” 
Then remove the sharp edge of the 
blade in order to square the corner 
of the blade slightly as shown by 
“E.” It is difficult to predict when 
this condition will become acute 
enough to demand attention, therefore 
it is good policy to check blades 
periodically to determine wear. 


mixes are harder to whip up than 
they should be. High sugar content 
tends to limit the whipping ability of 
ice cream mixes, likewise too much 
gelatin will kill the swell. Gelatin 
in the correct amount stabilizes ice 
cream, making it “stay put’ but too 


Remedy: The best thing to do 
where such is the complaint is to 
get in touch with the mix supplier, 
who will undoubtedly rectify the 
trouble. 


much prevents even normal yields. 

Effect: The mix will freeze to the 
desired consistency quick enough, but 
will not whip up in the proper length 
of time.

The term “cold storage’ as used in 
these rules and regulations shall mean 
the storage of articles of food at or 
below a temperature of 45° F. in a 
frozen food locker plant or in a cold 
storage warehouse. 


The term “marked” means the labeling, 
stamping, stenciling, or painting of 
legible and permanent letters and figures, 
not less than %-inch high, on the article 
of food or on the outside of the container 
in which this food is placed.

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Editor’s Note: Presented herewith is a condensed version 
of the Rules and Regulations Governing the Licensing and 
Operation of Frozen Food Locker Plants as adopted by the 
State of Wisconsin under the state’s Uniform Cold Storage Act. 
Filed in the office of Wisconsin Department of Agriculture on 
July 18, these locker plant rules and regulations are to become 
effective 60 days thereafter—i.e., about the middle of September. 


Branch frozen food locker stations. 
Commercial cold storage warehouses. 


Combinations of commercial cold stor- 
age warehouses and frozen food locker 
plants. 

The term “limited service frozen food 
locker plant” shall mean any place 
artificially cooled to or below a tempera- 
ture of 45° F. and equipped with storage 
lockers in which articles of food are 
placed and held 40 days or more and 
where the service offered to patrons 
consists of furnishing chill room and 
sharp freezing facilities and a cold stor- 
age locker room where dressed meats, 
meat products, fruits, vegetables, and so 
forth may be stored in rented lockers 
after being cut, prepared, wrapped, or 
packaged. 

“Complete service frozen food locker 
plant” shall mean any place identical in 
description with the limited service plant 
but including in addition custom butcher 
services, rooms and equipment incidental 
thereto, and possibly also including rooms 
and equipment for the preparation and 
packing of fruits and vegetables for 
freezing and storage. 


“Branch frozen food locker station’ 
shall mean any place artificially cooled 
to or below 45° F. and equipped with 
storage lockers in which articles of food 
are placed and held 40 days or more after 
preparation at a central plant. 


“Commercial cold storage warehouse” 
shall mean any place artificially cooled 
to or below 45° F. in which food is 
stored for 40 days or more. 


“Combination cold storage warehouse” 
shall mean any place having these same 
cooling requirements and offering to 
patrons a combination of limited or com- 
plete service refrigerated locker facilities 
and commercial cold storage service. 


Section 3: Licensing of Cold 
Storage Warehouses 


A license is required to operate a cold 
storage warehouse of any type. Applica- 
tion for a license shall be made to the 
State Department of Agriculture’ in 
writing, specifying definitely the location 
of the warehouse for which license is 
desired and the type of warehouse to be 
operated. 


License fee for a cold storage ware- 
house operated in a city of the first 
class shall be $40; in a city of the second 
class, $30; in a city of the third class, 
$20; and in a city of the fourth class, 
$10. No license fee is required for a 
cold storage warehouse located outside 
of cities of the first, second, third, or 
fourth classes. 


As soon as convenient after receiving 
an application the Department shall in- 
vestigate the sanitary condition and the 
construction and equipment. The license 
shall be granted when these factors are 
found upon inspection to be in accordance 
with law and regulations. 


Failure to put a cold storage warehouse 
in a proper sanitary condition or to 
properly equip the same for its intended 
use within the time specified by the 
Department shall be considered cause for 
refusing or revoking of license. 


No new frozen food locker plant shall 
be established after the effective date of 
these rules and regulations unless it is 
equipped with chill room and sharp freeze 
facilities, and existing frozen food locker 
plants shall provide chill room and sharp 
freeze facilities within two years after 
the effective date of these rules and 
regulations. 


No license is transferable. A _ license 
becomes void and the certificate shall be 
surrendered to the Department when the 
licensee discontinues use of the premises 
covered by the license for operations 
covered thereby, or when another person 
becomes owner or operator of the busi- 
ness. 


The permit or the license and the cur- 
rent license renewal card to operate a 
cold storage warehouse shall be conspicu- 
ously displayed in the office of the cold 
storage warehouse and a copy of the 
latest rules and regulations shall be on 
file in such office. 


Section 4: Construction 


Floors, walls, and ceilings of every 
frozen food locker plant shall be of such 
construction and finish that they can be 
conveniently maintained in a clean and 
sanitary condition. 

Walls and ceilings of processing rooms, 
unless otherwise finished in an approved 
manner, shall be well painted and shall 
be repainted as often as necessary. 


Construction of lockers shall be such 
as to protect the contents from contamina- 
tion, deterioration, or injury. 

Lockers which are not so arranged or 
constructed that they may conveniently 
be removed from the locker room for 
cleaning, shall be provided with a suitable 
unperforated liner or tray. All lockers 
with perforated bottoms shall be provided 
with aforesaid type of liners or trays. 


Section 5: Sanitary Conditions 


All rooms of every frozen food locker 
plant shall at all times be maintained in 
a clean and sanitary condition. 


All equipment, utensils, etc., shall be 
clean when put into use, shall be 
thoroughly cleansed after each day’s use 
and shall be so stored or protected as not 
to become contaminated before use. 


Ice boxes, refrigerators, and refrig- 
erated counters. shall be thoroughly 
cleansed as often as necessary to inhibit 
growths of molds and bacteria. 


Before a locker comes into the posses- 
sion or custody of another patron, it 
shall when of the removable type be 
removed from the locker room = and 
thoroughly cleansed and when of the 
stationary type, shall be thoroughly 
cleansed and provided with a new paper 
liner unless trays are used. 


All openings to the outside shall be 
properly screened during the fly season. 


The premises and surroundings shall be 
maintained in a clean and_ sanitary 
condition. 

Insanitary conditions will be deemed 
to exist if the food stored is not 
securely protected from filth, flies, dust, 
dirt, insects, vermin, and from any other 
contamination, or if other unclean or 
filthy practice in the handling thereof or 
caring therefor prevail, or if waste or 
offal incident to the cleaning, storing, or 
preparation of food is not promptly 
removed from the premises and disposed 
of in a sanitary manner. 


Section 6: Water Supply 


An ample water supply shall be readily 
available. The water that necessarily 
comes in contact with any food product 
intended for human consumption and the 
equipment must be uncontaminated. 


Section 7: Toilet Rooms 
And Lavatories 


Every ftozen food locker plant shall be 
provided with adequate toilets installed 
in conformity with State requirements 
and so located as to be readily accessible 
to all employes. 

Toilet rooms shall be equipped with an 
adequate number of washing facilities, or 
have such facilities convenient thereto, and 
shall be supplied with water, single soap, 
and single towel service. 


Doors of all toilet rooms shall be full 
length and _ self-closing, and no _ toilet 
room shall open directly into any room 
in which foods are prepared, processed, 
chilled, frozen, or stored. 


Section 8: Dressing Rooms 


Every frozen food locker plant shall be 
provided with a suitable place where 
persons employed may change their 
clothing and keep their garments in 
clean and sanitary condition and store 
clothing not in use. Separate dressing 
rooms shall be provided for women. 


Section 9: Requirements 
Affecting Employes 


Every person engaged in direct physical 
contact with food products during their 
manufacture, preparation, processing, or 
storage, shall be clean of person, wear 
clean washable outer clothing, and suit- 
able caps or head covering, said garments 
to be used for that purpose only. 


Such persons shall avoid contact with 
any substance that may contaminate these 
products, and only such persons as are 
specifically designated by the operator of 
the frozen food locker plant in which 
they are employed, shall touch such 
products with their hands. 


No person suffering with any com- 
municable disease or with infected 
wounds, and no person who is a 
“carrier” of a communicable disease, shall 
be employed in any capacity in a frozen 
food locker plant. 


The Department recommends annual 
examination of employes by a physician 
and health certificates to be kept on 
file by operator at all times. 


Section 10: Refrigeration; 
Temperatures To Be Held 


A complete refrigeration system with 
adequate capacity and accurate and 
reliable controls for the automatic main- 
tenance of uniform temperatures as _ re- 
quired in the various refrigerated rooms 
under extreme conditions of outside tem- 
peratures and under peak load conditions 
in the normal operations of the plant and 
to provide the following temperatures 
shall be provided: 

Chill room, temperatures within 2° (F.) 
plus or minus of 35° F. with a tolerance 
of 10° F. for a reasonable time after 
fresh food is put in for chilling. 


Sharp freeze room, sharp freezing 
compartments, temperatures of —10° F. 
or lower, or temperatures of 0° F. or 
lower when forced air circulation is 
employed, with a tolerance of 10° F. for 
either type of installation for a reasonable 
time after fresh food is put in for 
freezing. 


Locker room, temperatures of not to 


exceed 0° F. with a tolerance of 5° F. 
plus.

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Display cases and counters, 
tures of 36° to 40° F. 

These temperatures shall not be cop. 
strued as prohibiting variations there. 
from as may occur during short Periods 
of time incidental to defrosting. 

To promote progress in refrigeration 
methods, the Department may authorize 
for a limited and prescribed period the 
installation and use of refrigeration sys. 
tems which in the opinion of the Depart. 
ment result in improvement over present 
methods. Application for such authorizg. 
tion shall be made in writing to the 
Department.

An accurate, direct-reading thermometer 
shall be provided in the chill room, in 
the sharp freeze compartment or sharp 
freeze room, and in the locker room. 


Section 12: Storing of Meats 
And Meat Products 


All fresh carcass meats on coming into 
the custody or possession of the licensee 
of a frozen food locker plant shall be 
identified with a suitable tag and washed 
with cold water or otherwise suitably 
cleaned, and after that shall be placed in 
the chill room sufficiently long to lose 
body heat unless previously chilled, and 
in no case less than 24 hours, before 
removal to the cutting room.

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No unwrapped meat shall be placed in 
storage lockers. Each wrapped portion 
is to be marked or stamped with the 
correct locker number and the date of 
wrapping. 


Section 13: Storing of Fish 


The storage of fish, unless properly 
frozen, glazed, and wrapped is prohibited. 

All fish are to be so handled as to 
protect equipment and other stored foods 
from fish flavors and fish odors. 


All fish on coming into the custody or 
possession of the operator of a frozen 
food locker plant shall be promptly 
washed with clean water and frozen. 
After freezing, the fish shall be glazed 
and after glazing shall be wrapped and 
marked with the date and the patron’s 
locker number and are to be reglazed 
when necessary. In lieu of such freezing 
and glazing fish may be wrapped in 
suitable non-absorbent material and 
promptly frozen. After such freezing fish 
shall be further wrapped with suitable 
non-absorbent material. Such wrapped 
packages shall be marked as when glazed. 


Section 14: Storing of 
Vegetables 


Before freezing, vegetables are to be 
washed or cleaned, blanched, and imme- 
diately thereafter cooled with cold water 
and packed in suitable containers for 
freezing. 


Section 15: Storing of Fruits 


Before freezing, fruits are to be 
cleaned or washed and packed in suitable 
containers for freezing. 


Section 16: Records and 
Reports 


Every operator of a frozen food locker 
plant shall keep an accurate and correct 
record showing the following: 

Name and address of every patron, 
owner, or depositor renting a refrigerated 
locker or storing food. 

All patrons renting lockers who are 
directly or indirectly engaged in the 
selling of foodstuffs for human consump- 
tion must declare this fact to the man- 
agement. Suitable entry shall be made 
on records of operator. 

Articles of food which are intended for 
trade channels must be handled as pro- 
vided in the state’s Uniform Cold Storage 
Act. 

Game and game fish shall be stored only 
in conformity with the regulations of 
the Wisconsin Conservation Commission. 


Section 17: Reports Rendered 
To Patrons 


The management of every frozen food 
locker plant shall supply each patron 
providing carcasses or parts of carcasses 
for cutting or processing or freezing with 
an accurate and complete report showing 
the gross weight on arrival, the net 
weight after cutting, and quantities used 
in the manufacture of sausage or meat 
products, when so requested by the 
patron. 


Section 18: Restrictions 


No person shall be permitted access to 
another patron’s locker and its contents 
without proper authorization. 


No foods shall be placed in the locker 
of any frozen food locker plant unless 
such foods have been inspected by the 
operator. 


Patrons are not permitted to handle 
meats or foods other than their own 
which are stored in the chill room or in 
the process of preparation for freezing for 
locker storage. 


The use of newspapers or any other 
paper unsuited for the wrapping of meats 
that are to be frozen and stored is 
prohibited. 

When marks are applied directly to 
meat or other food products by the 
operator of a frozen food locker plant 
only non-toxic ink or other harmless 
substance shall be used. 


The storage of any article of food in 
such condition or in such manner as to 
cause injury or deterioration to articles 
of food in adjacent lockers is prohibited. 


The management of a frozen food 
locker plant is prohibited from renting 
lockers for any other purpose except the 
storage of food for human consumption. 


The storage of foods not intended for 
human consumption is prohibited unless 
separate storage rooms with no open 
passages leading into the locker room, 
chill room, aging room, or sharp freeze 
room are provided for this purpose. 
Foods not intended for human consump- 
tion shall bear a label or tag bearing 
plainly and conspicuously the words, 
“Not for Human Consumption.” Labels 
or tags used for this purpose shall be 
not less than 6 x 83 inches in size, and 
tags shall be red in color. Printing shall 
be in letters not less than % inch in 
height and on the tags letters shall be 
black. 


No room or rooms used for the prepara- 
tion, storage, display, or sale of food 
or the ingredients of foods shall be used 
as a dressing room, living room, or sleep- 
ing room, nor shall dogs, cats, or other 
domestic animals be permitted to occupy 
such rooms. 

Articles of wearing apparel shall not 
be stored in any room used for the 
preparation, storage, display, or sale of 
food, or the ingredients of foods. 

The use of tobacco in a frozen food 
locker plant is prohibited except in 
rooms designated and provided for that 
purpose. 

Spitting on the

U. S. Court Upholds 
FTC Ban Against 
‘6%’ Advertising 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—The United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals for 
the Second Circuit (New York) has 
affirmed the cease and desist order 
issued by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission against General Motors Corp., 
General Motors Sales Corp., and 
General Motors Acceptance Corp., on 
the 6% plan of deferred payments. 

The opinion, delivered by Judge 
Augustus N. Hand, referred to the 
initial advertisements of the corpora- 
tion, one of which read 

“GMAC 

“GENERAL MOTORS ACCEPT- 

ANCE CORPORATION’ RE- 

DUCES TIME PAYMENT 

COSTS ON NEW CARS 

With a new 6% plan 
“SIMPLE AS A, B, C 
“A—TAKE YOUR UNPAID 

BALANCE 
“B—ADD COST OF INSUR- 
ANCE 

“C—MULTIPLY BY 6%—12 

months’ plan (One-half of one 

per cent per month for periods 
more or less than 12 months). 

That’s your whole financing cost. 

No extras. No service fees. 

No other charges.” 

“Following the appearance of this 
advertising matter,’ the opinion 
stated, ‘many similar advertisements 
were published both by GMAC and 
by the other five selling subsidiaries 
of the respondent. Some of them 
gave an extended explanation of the 
‘6%’ plan, such as is given in the 


advertisement quoted in full above, 
but most of them did not and con- 
fined themselves to a short reference 
to the ‘6%’ plan. 

“In addition to these advertise- 
ments the 6% plan was highly 
publicized by the use of billboards 
and window posters... . 

“There was evidence before the 
Commission to support its finding 
that the advertisements referred to 
‘have the capacity and tendency to 
mislead and deceive, and have misled 
and deceived, a substantial part of 
the purchasing public into the 
erroneous and mistaken belief that 
the said ‘6%’ or ‘six per cent’ finance 
plan as above set forth contemplates 
a simple interest charge of 6% per 
annum upon the deferred and unpaid 
balance of the purchase price of the 
motor vehicles sold * * * and tends 
to cause, and has caused, such 
purchasing public to buy motor 
vehicles manufactured by Genera] 
Motors because of that erroneous 
and mistaken belief, when in truth 
and in fact the total of the credit 
charge, computed in accordance with 
the said ‘6%’ plan, amounts to 
approximately 11142% simple interest 
per annum upon the deferred and 
unpaid balance, as diminished by the 
instalment payments made, of the 
price of the motor vehicles sold to 
the purchasing public. 

“It may be that there was no 
intention to mislead and that only 
the careless or the incompetent could 
be misled. But if the Commission 
having discretion to deal with these 
matters thinks it best to insist upon 
a form of advertising clear enough 
so that, in the words of the prophet 
Isaiah, ‘wayfaring men, though fools, 
shall not err therein,’ it is not for 
the courts to revise their judgment.”
